THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 
THE PERSONAL QUESTION, AND THE QUESTION OF PRINCIPLE, 
Tue cause of sound principles of government, of constitutional 
action, and of individual liberty, has this week gained an im- 
portant and significant victory in the rejection of Lord Pal- 
merston’s proposal to continue the existing Board of Health, | 
The Home Secretary was desirous of persuading the House of 
Commons to pass his Bill, preserving to that Board its present 
constitution for at least another year; and the House, aware 
that this proposal was simply one for empowering Lord Shaftes- 
bury, Mr Chadwick, and Dr Southward Smith to continue to 
the sanitary affairs of the country henceforth as they 
have done hitherto, intimated unmistakeably that on no terms 
and under no circumstances would it grant to those gentlemen 
any longer lease of power. Three more benevolent or meritorious 
men it would be difficult to find anywhere :—three malefactors 
on whose proceedings it was more necessary to put a peremptory 
check, it would be stili more difficult to find at largey’ The House 
of Commous, we sincerely believe, has seldom taken a wiser 

than when it threw out Lord Palmerston's proposition, 
and sanctioned the introduction by Sir William Molesworth of a 
wholly different measure, Seldom has its feeling been more-de- 
cided, and seldom indeed has it more faithfully echoed the feeling 






















Lord Shaftesbury is a man of whom we would speak with the 
respect due to great benevolence, resolute pertinacity, unwearied 
industry, and a zeal scarcely less honourable that it may not be 
wholly uomixed with some tinge of human frailty. His life has 
been spent in stating the ae endeavouring to relieve the 

of those whom he deemed oppressed. He first called 
attention to the evils existing in the factory system, then to the 
women, and children in mines, then to the distressed 
to the juvenile thieves. He unveiled many 
much iaformation ; he secured to many evils 
eure that publicity which in this country is the surest 
mitigation or amendment. Differing, as we always 
toto calo, from bis views and principles, we are quite 
award him the merit of having done much incidental 
huve been often inaccurate ; his descrip- 
exaggerated; his charges have been 
unfounded ; his projects have been almost 
mischievous ; he has often deceived himself ; 
deceived by others; he has scattered much 
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misrepresentation ; he las done much harm :—still on the whole 
we believe that he has done good also.. But he was about the 
last man to be intrusted with his recent power as Chairman of the 
Board of Health, and for three sufficient reasons. 


In the first place, he was unpaid, and therefore irresponsible. 
He was under the nominal control of the Home-office; but the 
Home-office is overwhelmed with work, and can exercise little 
effective supervision over active and energetic men ; and the noble 
Viscount who uow conducts that department is notoriously 
easy, unsuspicious, and off-hand. Lord Shaftesbury’s position 
was an anomalous and unprecedented one. He was an amateur 
official, who worked for love—one of those gifi-horses whom it is 
proverbially impossible to criticise. In the second place, he is a 
man, as proved by all his past career, of no great penetration or 
judgment ; he is iwmpressible, and easily led by any one whose 
philanthropic notions or objects harmonise wita his own; the 
very man wanted by benevolent schemers to throw the shield 
and cloak of his popularity over their dangeroas and oppressive 
plans. While working at his factory laws, he was the tool of 
Doberty, Oastler, and other disreputable delegates. Since he 
has been at the Board of Health, he has been the took of his 
indefatigab‘e colleague. In the third place, Lord Shaftesbury’s 
habits and principles of action made him the very last man 
whom a conscientious or clear-sighted Government should have 
appointed as Chairman of an Executive Board. His character 
is essentially despotic. His maxim has always been that 
of interference. The moment he detected an evil, his sole 
idea was to rush atit with a penal Act of Parliament—careless of 
whatever right, principle, or other object he might trample in his 
career. His whole life has been one series of interferences with 
the free action of others—always for a kindly purpose, generally 
in a good cause—but invariably in defiance of every consideration 
of justice, moderation, or forbearance. He never allowed that he 
might be mistaken, or superficial, or partial in his knowledge. 
No man was to be permitied to do what he thought wrong, or to 
oppose what he deemed desirable. People were to be compelled 
to be benevolent, wise, and clean—to work short hours whether 
they wished it or not —not to work in unwhvlesome places, though 
no other places might be accessible to them. Now, as long as 
Lord Shaftesbury was merely a legislator—as long as he had to 
persuade others, to submit his schemes to the criticism and oppo- 
sition of other and clearer and wider, minds,—there was some 
check hpon his reckless, aggressive, and tyrannical benevolence ; 
he was in his right place, as a detector of abuses, a general censor, 
a public alarmist; he called attention to evils which it required 
cooler, wiser, and more instructed heads than his to remedy. 
But the moment he was placed in an executive position—in a post 
of authority, in which he was able to act upon his own ideas, to 
enforce his own crochets, to exercise his own natural tendency to 
despotic interference—he became at once dangerous to public 
liberty, aud positively intolerable to all men endowed with the 
feelings and habits of English gentlemen. 

Of Mr Chadwick we must speak with still greater respect. 
We know scarcely any public man to whom the country has been 
more indebted. He has rendered the most signal and unques- 
tionable services in many lines, and has earned, if ever man did 
earn, a title to lasting gratitade and to ample and substantial 
reward. His industry is something trightful. His pertinacity is 
something more terrible still. Lord Johm Russell summed up bis 
success admirably, and touched precisely on the point which is 
his distinguishing merit--viz., his investigations and reports. 
To Mr Chadwick more than to any one—except, perhaps, Mr jj 
Senior aud Archbishop Whateley—do we owe that reform in the 
Poor Laws which has saved us more thaa millions—which has 
rescued us from a social revolation—which arrested us in a course 
about the most foolish and the most rapid that any nation ever 
trod to ruin. To him we owe the collection and publication of a 
mass of information with respect to crime and it cee et 
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has led us to the root of the matter in our inqgmigs, eit 
establishment of our county constabulary as a 
To him we owe the attention which has of 
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matters. He itis who has taken that first great 
eae to all improvements in Eagland—who has 
public mind with the importance and ref she 

ho has shown us how much wants doing and how mach may, be 
done. These services are vast ;—bat there Mr Chadwick's powers 
of usefulness end. In spite of his extensive information, in spite 
of his great sagacity, in spite of his wonderful and unwearied 
industry, inspite of bis sincere benevolence, he has one mental 
peculiarity which utterly disqualifies him for the executive services 
of his country. He is essentially a despot and a bureaucrat. 





would coerce them to their own good. He is wholly incapable of 
understanding the incidental value of educating @ people in the 
habit of managing their own affairs. He points to the blunders 
they make in the process, and considers those blunders a proof 
of their unfitaess for the work. He sees, or thinks he sees, what 

are desirable ; and these plans he would force upon every 
free-born Briton at the point of the bayovet. Je is honest: 
local. authorities are jobbers. He has studied the subject: 
amateur m and manicipal politicians have not:—they 
are a set of fools who ought to be compelled to do what is good 
for them. These are his fixed ideas—his ianate convictions ; and 
it is not too much to say that they totally and for ever incapaci- 
tate him from serving a country like Eegland, of which self-go- 
vernment is the cherished idol, and local management the an- 
cestral habit. ‘There is scarcely an English gentleman who has 
had to do business with Mr Chadwick who can endure him; 
scarcely a jocal board which be has not endeavoured to override 
or reduce to non-entity. Colleagues, subordinates, opponents— 
all who have a will or opinion of their own—all who have any 
sense of personal dignity or self-respect—all who will not consent 
to sit and register or carry out his ukases—agree in declaring that 
it is simply impossible to act with him. He is always getting his 
principals into a scrape, and reducing his colleagues to be his 
clerks. He may be right, and those who differ from him may be 
wrong :—that is a question wholly beside the mark. In England, 
individual liberty and local action is not to be overridden by 
central authority—even if a supremely wise one—save as an ex- 
ception, in moderation, and as a last extremity. England, 
therefore, has no berth for a maa like Mr Chadwick. Heisavery 
car of Jugghernant—bent upon great objects, but ready to crush 
everything and everybody in his intent pursuit of them :—and 
therefore the country and the House of Commons, recoguising 
his unquestionable merits and his great services, distinctly state 
—* We will not have this man to reign over us. Reward him 
for the past. Incapacitate him for the future.” 


Lord Palmerston recently gavea most happy definition of dirt. 
“Mack (he said) is only wealth in the wrong place.” In the 
towu it is pestilential filth: in the country it is fertilising maoare. 
Nearly the same my be said of Mr Chadwick. He is a jewel— 
in the wrong place. He is a gem—spoilt from bad setting. In 
Austria, in France, in Prussia—in any coantry where people 
were to do nothing for themselves, but to have everything dove 
for them ; where they were to be governed honestly, justly, kindly, 
but to have no self-government whatever,—Mr Chadwick 
would be invaluable. He would be worth fifty ordinary 
bureaucrats. But there is one nation in Europe where he 
would be beyond price; where. his searching investigations, 
his sincerity of purpose, his iudefatigable aud conscientious 
industry, his earnest devotion to his ends, his freedom 
from all sinister motives, his incorreptibie iotegrity, would 
work a most salutary revolution; where nearly everything 
requires changing; where men are slaves and willing slaves 
already; and where, therefore, Mr Chadwick's peculiar faults 
would be unfelt and his peculiar merits would have ample 
scope. Inthe war in which we are now engaged, it is to be 
hoped that we may destroy Cronstadt, take Sebastopol, revolu- 
tionise Georgia, aud restore Besearabia and the Principalities to 
Turkey; but when we have done all this,-We honestly believe 
that we shall give Russia an ample equivalent for all that we 
shall have takea from her, if at the conclusion of peace we make 
her a present of Mr Edwin Chadwick, to preside over and re- 
form her corrupt but far stretching bureaucracy. 


THE REDUCTION OF THE BANK RATE OF INTEREST, 


Tue reduction in the rate of interest by the Bank of England 
from 54 to5 per cent., is a step which has not been taken before 
it was fully warranted by the circamstances of the money market, 
even as shown by the movements of the Bank itself. Not only 
have the builion and the reserve of notes been gradually increas- 
ing, but the securities have also been diminishing, and that, too, 
in a state of the money market in which money has notoriously 
been in good demand. The obvious inference is, not that there 
has been a diminution of the whole amount of securities, but that 
a larger portion bas ‘ound its way iuto other quarters where mouey 
could be obtained on somewhat easier terms. We have always 
comended that the only sound principle which the Bank can 
follow in determining the rate of interest, is that of sup- 
ply and demand—that is, to regulate its discounts by the 
amount of the reserve op the one hand, and the demand for

One of the most remarkable facts of modern society fs ‘that 
new occupations continually arise. Not ouly is division of 
labour extended more and more, 80 as to subdivide to a ‘vast 
extent all the ancient occupations of society, but new. inventions 
and discoveries give rise to new businesses of which our ances- 
tors never dreamt. A weaver, who originally had bat one kind 
of material to operate on, and as others offered or werediseovered - 
wove them all indiscriminately, is now a silk, a linen, ‘a cotton, 
a woollen, an india-rubber, or a wire-gauze weaver, confining him- 
self to one material. Again, the weavers of one material are dis- 
tinguished as broad-loom, narrow-loom, hand-loom, power-loom | 
weavers, according to the instrament they use, aad are further 
distinguished, not only by the materials they work up and the ip- 
strument they work with, but the form the material assumes fe

It is 
our creed that all the branches of industrious society are m 
and reciprocally dependent on one another. ‘fhey assist 
other as one hand or one leg assists the other. One only 
prospers as the others prosper, and therefore no one branch of in- 
dustry is to be more favoured, protected, or honoured than another. 
Of late, however, very exorbitant, uafounded, and unjest claims 
were made on behalf of the agriculturists, which for their advaa- 
tage were hap ppily defeated ; and we cannot, therefore, but take the 
opportunity of noticing, man for man, how comparatively smalia 
numerical proportion they really constitute of the industrious 
classes. Iftheir labour be, as is alleged, so much more healthful, 
cheerfal, and happy than the labour ofthe townspeople, the: more 
they may prize their lot, without seeking, in addition, to render the 
industry of the less fortunate classes unfairly tributary to them. 
No question is raised as to the wealth obtained by different ocenpa- 
tions, as to the dependence of the whole society on those who pro- 
vide food, or as to the number of other arts or other persons im- 
mediately connected with agriculture, but the reader is requested 
to remember that agriculture is a very ancient art, and that the 
progress of society may be measured by the number of other 
persons who find occupation, obtaining subsistence or fortunes 
by their labour, in more modern arts than agriculture. 

The subject has a great social interest beyond the confines of 
our own country. It has long ago been pointed out in this 
jourral, that the want of a town population—the undue propor- 
tion of the people who could find employment only in agriculture 
—was at the bottom of all the ignorance and misery of Ireland. 
At length it has been partially corrected by as frightful a depo- 
pulation as any recorded in history. On the principle thus 
indicated, intelligent observers of the condition of society in the 
United States hail, with great satisfaction, the eoequal extension 
in that rapidly increasing community of the arts of towns and of 
town life with the clearing of the forest. The great cities of 
New York, Boston, Philadelphia, New Orleans, Baltimore, 
Cincinnati, Pittsburg, St Louis, Chazlestowh, already sur- 

the second-rate towns of Europe, out of England. 

n the welfare of no great country ave we now more interested 
than in that of France. Only by her incyease in power and 
civilisation, as well as our own increase, carrying With the two 
countries the other States of Europe, can we hope to see civilis- 
ation here keep pace with civilisatiou in the United States, and 
a power continue to grow in the Uld World that shall hereafter 
balance the great power, though iu no hostile sense, growing up 
in the New, and be atimely check ov youthful arrogance that might 
otherwise be more dangerous even to America than the reat of 
the world. Snoffering as we have dove, and ever must do, by 
the disturbances and revolutions of France, it;may afflict us, as 
it should afflict the French, to see their great country approxi- 
mating to the condition of Ireland, comparatively destitate of 
a town and manufacturing population, and suffering occasionally, 
like it, dearths, riots, insurrections, and revolations. It appears 
by the statementof M. Block, of the statistical department in 
the French Ministry, as we find it meutioned in the “ Eclectic 
Review” for the present month, in a curious and instructive arti- 
cle on ** Dearths and Insects in France,” that the agriculturists 
of that country, instead of. being as with us not, one-third or

It will be obvious that the different modes of classi- 
fication adopted in the two codntries do not warrant an 
exact comparison, but the figures show clearly that the 
agricultural population of France is in’ proportion to the 
whole much greater than that of England, ‘and im that propor- 
tion—as the ss of other arts is one of the best measures 
of civilization—is France behind England. Wedo pot make 
the remark with national pride, but with sorrow. The fate of 
the two nations has teen closely linked together for nearly a 
thousand years; henceforward it is likely to be more closely 
linked than ever, and we have the same iuterest in seeing in 
France the proportion of her agricultural population become less, 
and the proportion of her town population become greater, more 
peaceful and enlightened, as we bad in seeing a similar change in 
Ireland, thongh we trust it may not take p slace by means similarly 
afflicting. A wise policy, removing ali obstructions to industry, 
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| abolishing restrictive tariffs, and allowing full play to the natural 
activity and energies of the people, mainly directed there, as else- 
where, to the peaceful increase and acquisition of wealth, may save 
France from future revolutions and Europe from ,fature distur- 

ces. 

~ oer census tables of occupations afford other maiter for reflec- 
tion; but now, contenting ourselves with having indicated the 
relative number of agriculturists and other members of the com- 
munity, we leave the remaining snbjects for a future occasion. 





THE TRADE TABLES FOR SIX MONTHS. 


Tue accounts of the imports and exports for six months of the 
year in which we have been at war are now published, and they 
show a continued increase in the bulk of our trade. If there be a 
trifling decrease on the whole in the animals imported, on most of 
| the great articles of food (except coffee) and materials of manu- 
facture (except cotton, owing to the short crop in the 
| States) there is a continued increase. In the articles in 
| which a decrease was expected—flax, hemp, tallow—there 
is an increase. The exertions of our merchants have over- 
| come all difficulties and augmented the supplies. So with arti- 
cles of general consumption, except coffee and spirits, there is 
| a continual increase, as our tables, which we need not quote, 
| show. ‘he increase in the declared value of our exports—a part 
of which may be due to an increase of price, but the bulk of 


| 
which is due to an increase in the quantities exported—is quite 
astonishing, considering the very great increase which took place 
last year :—

Thus, though there was an increase in June, 1853, over the 
value of the exports in June, 1852, of a little more than a 
million, there is an increase of almost a million in Jane, 1854, 
above the value of exports in June, 1853. In the six months, 
1853 exceeded 1852 by 8,300,000/, and in the present six months 
the excess over the six months of 1853 is 1,600,000/. Except 
linen and silks, all articles have shared in the increase, and the 
resources of our trade, iu spite of many difficulties, such as those 
growing out of the war, high interest of money and high prices 
| of food, are coutinually angmenting. The industry of the people 

—the source of all the national wealth—is uninterrupted, and as 

long as that continues active and free, our prosperity is not likely 
| to suffer a serious check.

THE WAR IN THE EAST. 


We found it necessary, as so few events occurred in the East, 

while the quantity of matter written about them was very great, 
to leave off referring to the progress of the war. Neither our 
space, our inclination, nor our usual pursuits, permit us to enter 
into strategetical considerations, and we can, therefore, only 
state results. The raising of the siege of Silistria, the last 
event we had to mention, was followed by the retreat of the 
Russians from Wallachia, which is to be occupied by the armies of 
Turkey and Austria, though the latter has not yet declared war 
against Russia. The Russians are positively retiring from 
Bucharest. We shall be happy to report great victories or 
@ substantial peace, but we must patiently wait till they are 
achieved. 
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SPAIN. 


Tue insurrection in Spain, to which we referred a fortnight ago, 
has become a revolution. The Generals opposed to the Ministry 
have succeeded, the old Administration is destroyed, and a new 
one established of which Espartero is the Chief. and General 
O'Donnell the War Minister. What more is to follow time must 


reveal, but it is expected that at least some great constitutional 
reform will ensue.

THE WEATHER, THE CROPS, AND PRICES. 

On the eve of harvest we have during the past week had a suc- 
cession of warm rains, which cannot fail to be beneficial to the 
wheat and other grain crops, and to hasten their maturity. In 
some few districts violent storms have done partial but consider. 
able damage, and we have heard of several other instances in 
which the wheat has been injured by insects; but we see no 
reason to alter the opinion we have all along entertained, that 
the harvest, if well got in, is likely to be more than usually pro- 
ductive. In the Mark Lane Express Review of the Corn Trade, 
the fullowing remarks indicate the views of a considerable por- 
tion of the traders in corn :— 


The depression in the wheat trade amounted to a panic in the early part of 
the week, and forced sales were in many cases made at a decline of 6s to 103 
per qr on the rates current eight days before, Within the last few days sellers 
have shown less disposition to press business, and the downward movement 
appears for the present to be arrested. That there are good grounds for con- 
cluding that quotations of wheat may rauge much lower than they have done 
since the harvest of 1853, if this year’s crop should prove abundaut and be 
well secured, i« self-evident ; but many vicissitudes may yet take place before 
80 desirable a re-ult shall havejbeen accomplished ; indeed, it is by no means 
certain that, even with fine weather for the ingathering, the produce will be 
euch as to put tbe country in the position it usually holds at this period of the 
year inregard t stocks. It can scarcely be questioned that farmere, asa body, 
hold very little wheat: here and there a wealthy individual may have been 
induced, by the p»esibility of higher prices, to hold back ; but this is certalaly 
the exception, evd any one who travels through the country capnot help ob- 
serving the almost complete clearance of the stack-yard. We think, therefore, 
that it must b« admitted that the growers will have little or nothing on hand 
by the time the new wheat shall have become available, If this be the onee 
in respect to the f:rmers of Great Britain, we have no hesitation in stating 
that it is more decided!y so with the millers in all parts of the kingdom. The 
trade—that is, the millers, dealers, and bakers—have for months past con- 
sidered a maicrial decline in prices inevitable, and have refrained from pure 
chasing a bu-'+! more than they have required for immediate use. They still 
act on this}! ciple, and, so far from supporting the markets, which they 
naturally mig": be expected to doif they held stocks, use every effort to.add 
to the depres-ion. So tong as there is auy probability of prices receding, buyers 
will act on the vrieciple which they have thus far found most to their advan- 
tage; but wien the turning point shall have been attained, a very large de 
mand may be reckoned on, and we are firmly of opinion that the whole of the 
foreign wheat heid at the ports to which the bulk of the imports has been 
directed, wou o, \f distributed among the millers and bakers, hardly suffice to 
provide them with the amount of stocks they generally are possessed of at 
times when no artioular causes are in existence to induce a belief that prices 
may give wey. Such being the position of affairs, we are not surprised that

This is the view taken by 
the Farmers’ Magazine in reviewing the corn trade during July 
where it is «d—** keaping will perhaps be partiaily commenced 
the firs) w. s in August, but the harvest caanot be general much 
before the widdie of the month; a great deal must, therefore, 
stilldepend « the weather; but opmion is now so strongly in 
favour of a iuether reduction ia quotations, that unless anythin 
very un'ovard should take place, the downward movement w 
not be eas! y arrested.”

The latter hay harve-t is fine ; crops generally light, but what was not early 
cut will be all well got. Green crops of all desoription look promising. Beans 
are complained of ae void of pod and affected with black lice. Peas have made 
immense growth, and are covered with bloom: they will, of course, be late, as 
well as spring corp. Many rich fields of oate and barley are not yet come into 
ear; still it is cheering to see this on land that five weeks ago was nearly void 
of vegetation. With fine autuma weather something like a medium crop may 
be expected; but that the harvest will be alike to last season—very protracted 
—is beyond a doubt. ur early autumn wheats are all changing colour, and, 
with continuance of the present foreing weather, may be generally ready for 
the sickle about the 18th or 20th of next month. The wheat on all wel!-culti- 
vated soils has improved to our fullest anticipations: on a few flelds we have 
seen, where high farming has been practically carried out on the deep alluvial 
subsoil, the crop is bulky in the extreme, and may reap a little rusty ; but 
ponely the wheata are thin, with a large well-set ear, the colour clear and 

right. The prospect, therefore, is so far a full average yield. Spring-sown 
wheat is not by half so general as last year; ficlds and patches may, however, 
be seen in almost all districts over the country, in almost all etages of growth, 
and in many situations nearly choked with annual weeds. Such is invariably 
case over all the light friable soils in this county, when the spring-sown 
crop is stunted by drought or frosty weather. Wild oats, mustard, and char- 
lock seem indigenous to the soil, We are sorry to hear complaint very general 
of the taint in the potato. : 5 

After the very heavy rains of Thursday and Friday iast we 
must expect to hear more of the potato blight than we have 
duriog the present season, but if the large crops and wide breadths 
of potatoes this year planted come through the trial without 
serious injury, there will be a iarge supply of food from this 


source during the ensuing year. 





SCIENCE IN HUSBANDRY.

Paris, August 3, 1854. 

The Government has just taken a financial measure which has 
produced an ominous effect among our capitalists. An Imperial 
decree, published in the Bulletin des Lois, announces that the Caisse 
du Depots and Consignations had taken Bons du Tresor for a capital 
of 40 millions of francs, These Bons are funded in the consolidated 
debt at the average price of 72f 95c in the Three per Cents. 

It ie in fact an issue of new rentes, which is made without the assent 
of the Legislative Body. If such a loan be made in this irregular 
manner for a capital of 40 millions, the Minister of Finance might 
as well, on the first opportunity, issue a loan of 400 or 500 millions 
without consulting the Chambers.

That letter appears to have 
greatly annoyed your two correspondents, “‘ Free-trader” and “ Lover 
of Truth.” We cannot conceive how any man of sense could stigma- 
tise it as ‘‘ abusive;” but we suppose its truthfulness was the real cause 
of the anger exhibited. 

We should not have troubled you with any further remarks upon 
the sugar question, as we hesitate to take up your space in the dis- 
cussion of a subject which cannot be generally interesting to the greater 
number of your readers, but we felt called upon to correct the mis- 
statements of our opponents, and to reply to some of their observa- 
tions.

We should nos 
have referred to our export workings when in bond, had not the equit 
ot the present refined sugar drawback been im We then felt 
ourselves bound to show that it is but barely sufficient to enable us to 
retain a portion of our former export trade, It is rather extraordinary, 
by the bye, that our foreign friends should take so lively an interest in 
the state of our revenue.

An Imperial 
decree, published in the Bulletin des Lois, announces that the Caisse 
du Depots and Consignations had taken Bons du Tresor for a capital 
of 40 millions of francs, These Bons are funded in the consolidated 
debt at the average price of 72f 95c in the Three per Cents.

Much anxiety is felt about Eastern affairs. Troops are every day 
| embarking for Gallipoli and Varna. We have now more than 


| 125,000 soldiers in the East, but nothing decisive has been done, 
and, as we ere advancing towards autumn, it is certain that the 
| French army will be quartered at Gallipoli and Varna during the 
| winter. It is reported that Marshal St Arnaud intends to attack a 
| pett of the Crimea in order to prepare for the attack of Sebastopol 


| by land. The same uncertainty exists as to the plan adopted in the 
| Baltic. Admiral Napier has been prevented from attempting an 
assault upon Cronstadt until he receives land forces. Our troops will 





| be probably obliged to stay during the next winter in the Island of 
| Alend, surrounded by ice, and without direct communications with 
| France. But it seems more probable than ever that the Cabinets of 
France and England have the assurance that Sweden will declare 
| itself for the Western Powers, and consent to furnish victuals for our 
troops. 
| The conduct of Prussia is obviously hostile to France and England, 
| and the two Western Cabinets are about to take decisive measures 
against her. A new camp will soon be formed at Metz, and at the 
same time a fleet will be sent to cruise on the coast of Dantzic. 
Prussia will then be obliged to declare herself openly. Her hidden 
hostility explains the uncertainties of the conduct of Austria. The 
young Emperor is quite favourable to the Western cause, but in case 
of an open war with Russia, he fears the hostility of the Prussians, 
| and before taking a decisive step, he increases every day his means 
| of defence and his army. He would at the same time try the re- 
| newal of negociations. At his request the Czar has consented to 
|| recall the Russian troops from the Principalities, and he would send 
his own army into the provinces on condition that the Turkish or 
allied troops wil! not enter them; and when the warfaring armies 
| are separated, and there is no danger of an immediate collision iu 
|| the Principalities, he will make a new attempt for the renewal of 
|| negociations, promising to side ultimately with France and England 
if the Czar refuses to grant the concessions which are indispensable 
to the renewal of peace. 

The negociations which bave been entered§into by Mr Black and 
M. Durand in London and Paris for the issue of a Turkish loan, 
have been abortive, A treaty had been prepared by M. Durand with 
M. Mires. The Joan was to consist of debentures of 500f, bearing 
& yearly interest of 30f. They would have been given to the sub- 
scribers at the rate of 375f. These debentures would have been re- 
deemed at the rate of 600f within a period of 30 years, beginning 
in 1856. But the negociations have been broken with M. Mires, and 
MM. de Rothschild would not take a share in the loan unless it were 
guaranteed by the French and English governments.

SUGAR DUTIES. 
To the Editor of the Economist, 

S1r,—You were so obliging as to give space in the columns of your 
valuable journal on the 15th ult, to a letter from our firm i 
the new sugar duties and drawbacks. That letter appears to have 
greatly annoyed your two correspondents, “‘ Free-trader” and “ Lover 
of Truth.” We cannot conceive how any man of sense could stigma- 
tise it as ‘‘ abusive;” but we suppose its truthfulness was the real cause 
of the anger exhibited. 

We should not have troubled you with any further remarks upon 
the sugar question, as we hesitate to take up your space in the dis- 
cussion of a subject which cannot be generally interesting to the greater 
number of your readers, but we felt called upon to correct the mis- 
statements of our opponents, and to reply to some of their observa- 
tions. 

“One fact is worth a thousand assertions.” We said in our former 
letter that which we now repeat:—“ We are prepared to prove” (tothe 
proper authorities), *‘ that were we to receive a drawbeth in 
to the quantities and qualities of the raw sugar refined by us during the 
past year (in bond),a drawback of 17s per cwt would only be equivalent 
to the duties that would have been paid according to the classifications | 
and rates (now) established by the New Sugar Bill.” In this calculation 
we estimated the Dutch and Belgian refined sugar used by us through- 
out the year as raw sugar at the white clayed duty, and not at the 
refined, as “Free-trader” erroneously supposed. We should not 
have referred to our export workings when z bond, had not the equit 
of the present refined sugar drawback been im We then felt 
ourselves bound to show that it is but barely sufficient to enable us to 
retain a portion of our former export trade, It is rather extraordinary, 
by the bye, that our foreign friends should take so lively an interest in 
the state of our revenue. Her Majesty’s Chancellor of the Exchequer 
ought to be very much obliged for their disinterested vigilance in this 
respect. 

e shall not enter upon the vexed question of extracts. It is on! 
“ mystifying the unioitiated.” Your correspondents know very we 
that the conditions under which the refining trade is carried on in 
Holland and Belgium differs so widely from ours, that no fair com- 
parison between them can be institu 

When free trade in refined sugar (among other articles) has be- 
come a reality abroad, and not a name only; when our manufactured 
products are admitted into Holland, Belgiam, &c., at the same duties 
which we levy upon their goods, we shail be placed upon s fair foot- 
ing with our rivals abroad, and then they will find us not unwilling to 
discuss the subject in all its bearings.

Lord Palmerston moved the second reading of the Public Health Act 
Amendment Bill, the object of which wae to continue for a limited period the 
acte which established the boards of health. 

Lord Seymour moved that the second reading of the bill be deferred for three 
months. It was absolutely necessary for the house to show that it would have 
a board properly responsible to it, by rejecting this bill, in order that the 
Government might bring in another bill with a better constituted board. 

Upon a division the amendment of Lord Seymour was carried by 74 to 65 ; 
60 the bill. is lost. 

Mr Lueas directed the attention of the house to the propriety of instituting 
an inquiry into the best means of promoting Irith manufacturing industry by 
training of apprenticeship schools and other similar establishments. His pro- 
position was, he said, that the Legislature should deal more directly with this 
object than had hitherto been attempted either in Ireland or England, and 
enable the people of Ireland, out of their own funds, without any charge upon 
the eonsolidated fund, to do for their own benefit what had been done with the 
gteatest advantage in Belgium.

A simila 
motion bad been made in 1847, which the house rejected, and it appeared to 
him that the house ought to reject this motion a fortiori, since it was more ob- 
jectionable than the other, for in 1847 we were at peace with Russia and were 
now at war with her, and on that account were the more bound im honour to 
psy our debt to ber, Since the Silesian loan it had been the estabiished doc- 
trine, the moral ‘rule of civilisation, that a public debt due to an enemy should 
be paid during war. He would agree with Lord Dudley that, by the treaty of 
Vienna, Russia was bound to prevent obstacles to the navigation of the 
Danube ; that she bud violated that stipulation, and that this was sufficient to 
constitute a casus belli; but he contended that neither a casus belli nor war 
itself would justify us in repudiating this debt. He denied that Russia had 
violated any specific engegement on the condition of which we undertook to 
pay the Russo-Datch debt. Sir William explained the origin of the debt, 
under the conventions of 1814, 1815, and 1831, whereby part of the purchase- 
money of the Netherlands colonies of the Cape of Good Hope, Demerara, 
Eesequibo, and Berbice was to be applited towards bringing about a settlement 
of the affairs of Belgium and the defraying of certain pecuniary obligations 
of the Netherlands to Russia; and with these obligations in view we agreed 
to pay off a portion of the debt due to Russia incurred by Holland on account 
of the European war, and we engaged to continue the payment during war, 
In conclusion, he contended that we were bound by treaty, by act of Partia- 
ment, by international law, and by honour, not to suepend the payments on 
account of this debt. 

After some remarks, the motion was negatived. 

Sir W. Molesworth moved for leave to bring in a bill to make better pro- 
vision for the administration of the laws relating to the public health, The 
bill was framed, he eaid, in strict conformity with the opinions, views, and 
wishes expressed in the house—namely, that there ought to be a department 
which should have the administration of the matters uuder the cognisance of 
the present Board of Health ; that the Board, as now constituted, was not @ 
good Board for the purpose; that there ought to be a person in that house 
directly reeponsible to Parliament for the edmivietration of the law, and pre~ 
sent to give explanations; and that the new department should pot he a por- 
tion of the Home-office, but be constituted in the same manner as the Poor 
Law Board. The bill, therefore, proposed to give to the Board of Health the 
same constitution (with certain exceptions) as the Poor Law Board, and a 
clause would be introduced to muke compensation to ome of the present 
members of the Board of Health—namely, Mr Chadwick. 

After a short conversation, in the course of which Lord J. Russell said the 
Government would be ready next year to consent to an inquiry into the whole 
working of the Board of Health, leave was given to bring in the bill,

Wednesday, August 2. 

The house having resolved itself into Committee on the Russian Govern- 
ment Securities Bill, Lord Palmerston moved an amendment, prepared by the 
Solicitor-General, which in effect traneferred it into @ new bill, by leaving out 
all the words of the bill after the preamble, aud enacting instead, that any 
British subject who shall, during the continuance of hostilities with Russia, 
in any country, wilfully or knowingly take, acquire, Lecome possessed of or 
interested in, any stocks, funds, scrip, bonds, debentures, or securities for 
money, which, since the 29th of March, 1854, have been, or during euch hos- 
tilities shall be, created or secured by or in the name of the Government of 
Ruseia, or any person on its behalf, shall be guilty of a misdemeanour; with 
@ proviso exempting a British subject claiming an interest in the estate or 
effects of any deceased person, or taking the effects of his debtor in execution, 
or claiming #n interest in any bankruptcy, insolvency, or disposition of pro- 
perty in trust for creditors; such British subject being authorised to take or 
receive any share, legacy, dividend, debt, or money due to him, notwithstand- 
ing the same may arise (rom the sale or proceeds of such stocks, funds, &e, 

In the debate upon this amendment some expressions dropped from Mr T, 
Baring, which were interpreted by Lord Palmerston and Lord J. Russell to 
imply that they were actuated by private epite and personal hostility towards

Mr Baring said, he had not intended to convey such a charge. 

The amendment underwent several alterations, by ope of which the prohi-

Two clauses were added to the bill—one providing that nothing in the act 
ehall alter or affect the law of high treason; the other allowing costs of pro- 
secution, and empowering courts to order payment of expenses.

Various bills having been read a second time, the house went into Com- 
mittee of Supply on the supplementary, ordnance, and other estimates, which

His objections to the bill rested on two grounds; first, 
because, in bis opinion, it was a bill sanctioning, on the part of the Imperial 
Legislature, institutions of an extremely democratic character in the important 
province of Canada; and, secondly, on account of the manner in which it had 
been brought ander the consideration of Puriiament by her Majesty’s Goveru- 
ment.

HEALTH OF LoNDON DURING THE WEEK.—From 1,008 in the preceding 
week, the deaths in London rose to 1,219 in the week that ended last Saturday. 
Ia the ten weeks corresponding to last week of the years 1844-53, the average 
Bumber was 1,072, which, if raised in proportion to increase of population, be- 
comes 1,179. The present return is therefore in excess of the estimated amount. 
Last week the births of 768 boys and 750 girls, in all 1,518 children, were re- 
gisteredin London. In thenine corresponding weeks of the years 1845-53, the 
average number was 1,561. At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean 
height of the barometer in the week was 29°990 in. The mean temperature of 
the week was 64.9 deg., which is 2.9 deg. above the average of the same week 
im 38 years. The mean dew point temperature was 54.5 deg., and between 
this and the mean air temperature the difference was 10.4 deg. Soarcely any 
rain fell, and the wind was chiefly east north-east.

tained. 

Dock Exrension IN LIverPOoL.—The Liverpool Dock Committee hays 
published the report of a gigantic scheme of dock extension. It appears that 
arrangements have been entered into with the Earl of Derby for the purchase 
of land on the north shore to the amount of 20,000/, and with Mr Leigh for the 
two parcels of land lying to the eastward ef Sandon Dock and Graving Docks, 
and the land now unocoupied eastward of the Huskisson Dock, for the sum of 
164,2001, subject tu the approval of the general committee and of the town 
counci), within a limited period, and to parliamentary powera being obtained 
to carry the same into effect. The sub-committee propose thereupon a plan of 
dock construction as follows:—A large north dock of 52 acres 3,216 yards; 9 
dock south of the preceding, 18 acres 8,611 yards; she entrance basin, 5 acres 
3,406 yards; with the 500 feet entrance lock which has already received the 
sanction of the general committee, 77 acres 553 yards; a long eastward dock 
in three compartmente, 25 acres 1,001 yards; a dock south-west of the Hus 
kisson Dock, 9 acres 2,829 yards; 2 docks on the land purchased from Mr 
Leigh, 28 acres 2,420 yards. Total, 140 acres 1,968 yards. 

Carpirr.—New Docxs.—The shipping trade of the port of Cardiff has in. 
creased so rapidly that more dock accommodation has become necessary, and it 
is now in contemplation to add new docks to the magnificent ones already in 
existence. ‘The principal iron and coalmasters have taken up the question of 
thus providing additional shipping room. A large dock is being constructed 
adjoining the Bute Docks; but this will soon, according to present appear- 
ances, be too small. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


FRANCE. 

The trede of Paris was extremely dull during the week. A few 
orders only arrived from the provinces and from Italy. All commer. 
cial intercourse with Spain has been suspended since the late events, 
which have likewise paralysed the expeditions to Cuba. The fair of 
Beaucaire was this year very thinly attended. Before its opening 
cholera had broken out at Avignon, Arles, and Marseilles, and so 
great was the terror inspired by the epidemic that most of those who 
were in the habit of frequenting the fair deemed it prudent not to re 
pair thither. The shops and stores were nevertheless open and well 
supplied, but the number of buyers was so limited tuat very little busi- 
ness was transacted. The accounts from all parts of France and 
Europe unanimously agree in describing the crops as excellent, and, 
were it not for the efforts made by speculators to keep up the prices 
on the Paris market, they would have ere now considerably declined. 
The tendency, however, is downwards, and flour fell during the week 
nearly 3f per sack of 157 kilogrammes, and wheat from 3f to 4f per 
hectolitre and a half. In the departments the fall is general, and in 
some parts of the south it amounted to from 10f to 13f per hectolites, 
The price of cattle still maintains itself, without variation. The situa 
tion of the wine market has not changed. The good qualities ere 
eagerly sought after, and ¢he proprietors, reckoning on a continuance 
of the rise, will not abate their pretensions.

The following general order has just been issued by the Com- 
missioners of Inland Revenue:--Ialand Revenue, Somerset-house, 
July, 1854.—Ordered—That brewers who intend to use sugar be 
requested to make entry of the premises they intend to use for 
storing it, and be informed that sugars found in an uuentered place 
in any brewery will be seized and forfeited. After entry is made a 
brewer mu-t be required to take out an annual licence, commencing 
on the Ist of October next. Sugar used in brewicg between May 11 
and July 5, both inclusive, to be charged with duty under the 17th 
and 18th Victoris. All brewers are required to enter in the brewing 
paper ‘he particular hour at which they intend to mash any malt or 
dissolve any sugar, such entry to be made at least 24 hours before 
commencing to mash. Officers are to take frequent opportunities of 
attending before or at the hour of mashing, in order to see that the 
quantity of sugar is duly eutered, and also that if there be any un- 
malted grain in any brewery, or sugar in avy brewery not licenced 
for it, it may be discovered. Brewers in residence are to be visited 
in future at least three times in fourteen days; and in the rides or 
out-walks once at least in each week, except in the case of small 
or remote brewers, when the collector and supervisor may extend 
the period of survey to once in fourteen days, by writing to that 
effect in the officer’s survey book. Those whose premises are s0 
situate as to be allowed, uuder the general order of January 20, 1831, 
to have storehouses for corn or maithous-s attached, must be vigi- 
lantly watched, In any case where the charge of duty on sugar 
used by brewers between the 10th of Mey last and the 5th instant 
has been returned at Is 4d per cwt, a supplementary voucher and 
abstract must be forthwith prepared and returned, charging the 
additional duty of 33 10d per ewt, and the trader served with notice 
to pay the correct duty at the ensuing sittiogs—By the board, 
Tuomas Dosson. 


On Thursday a parliamentary paper was printed containing a 
statement of the number and amount of Exchequer bonds issued in 
pursuance of the act of the present session, with other information 
on the subject. The return shows that the number of bonds ending 
the 8th of May, 1858, issued and ordered to be issued, is 6,160, for 
2,000,000, dated the 8th of May last, at rates varying from 98/ 15s 
to 1001. The sum received in cash was 1,187,000/, and in Exchequer 
bills, 590,000/. The periods at which the several instalments are to 
be paid are—the 8th of May, 1854, 10 per cent.; 9th of June, 1854, 
30 per ceut.; 11th of July, 1854, 20 per cent.; 8th of September, 
1854, 20 per cent.; and on the 17:h of October, 1854, the remaining 
payments to complete the contract.

The present returns, which we ust remind our readers de- 
scribe the condition‘of the Bauk’ Iaét-Week, show a decrease of 


circulation, 159,319!; an tnerease of public deposits, 243,5762 ; 
a decrease of private deposits, 485,1391; a decrease of securities, 
244,322, 209,3221 being private securities, and 35,0002 public 
securities; a decrease of bullion, 149,3531; an increase of rest, 
7,2071; and a decrease of reserve, 7,5481. 

At present the amount of bullion in the Bank is 13,484,324, 
and as it should now in the ordinary course be flowing back to 
the Bank after the payment of the dividends, these returns supply 
no clue to the resolation since come to by the Bank relattve to 
the rate of discount. 

On Thursday the Bank reduced its rate of discount from 5} 
per cent., at which it had stood since the 11th of May, to 5 per 
cent. This alteration, rather unexpected at the moment, has not 
yet been followed by any change in the terma of the money 
market. In fact, the terms we stated Jast week, money on call 
at 4}, and the best bills discounted at 5 or below it, continue to 
be terms this week, and ere already as low as the mere re- 
duction on the Bank rate, which has followed the market rate, not 
preceded it, would warrant. To-day also is the 4th of the month, and 
till it is seen how the accounts of the day are settled, it would 
be hasty to make any alteration. For some time, as the market 
rate has been below the Bank rate,a reduction has been expected, 
but as a great deal depends on the harvest, and as the weather 
ey was unfavourable, the alteration was not then expected. 

ow that it has been made, it will strengthen the downward 
tendency which we noticed last week, and hasten a general and 
further decline in the rate of discount. Latterly trade has been, 
as we have reported week after week, dull ; we may assume, there- 
fore, that the demand for money is less activethan it was, and that 
the Bank has acted wisely in making the reduction. The only 
objection made to it is the broken weather, which may retard or 
injure the harvest, and increase the quantity of corn we shall 
require to import. But it is generally admitted that the quantity 
of wheat on the ground is large—that bad weather, unless it should 
become much worse than is anticipated, can only delay the har- 
vest and deteriorate the quality, so that the quantity of corn re- 
quired_will not be unusually large. The weather is not, therefore, 
a sufficient motive to delay the reduction if other circnmstances 
warrant it. The general state of the money market for some time 
and the general expectation show that it is warranted, and when 
it is remembered that the rate is still 5 per cent., there is no reason 
to ee the supposition that the Bank has been premature in 
making the reduction. 

The exchanges on Paris have fallen to a trifling extent, other- 
wise there is no alteration in the exchanges.

There is a general quietness in business, as if certain recent 

events had made people cautious, aad even suspicious. It has 
become plain that reputed high character and high standing, great 
acquirements, and all the advantages that the best education can 
give, are no security for thoroughly pradent and thoroughly 
correct condact, and that all men in business can only secura 
themselves by their own care and their own prudence. Trust 
one another they must, but they will be watchful in trusting. 
Recent events in the United States, as well as in Loudon, have 
convinced every person that no appearances are to be relied on, 
and that the greatest appar2ut success may be most deceitful. 
Other disreputable occurrences have taken place ia the States. 


The private advices from New York by the Baltic, says the 
Times, describe an unmitigated continaance of panic and distrust 
in the stock market, the depreciation being such as coald only, 
ata time like the present, when the country enjoys every uatural 
advantage, take place under a general suspicion of the honesty of 
almost all persons connected with the management of public 
companies. Among further defalcations, that of a president of 
one of the Boston banks for 14,0002 is alluded to, in addition to 
which several fresh failures have occurred at Boston, New York, 
and elsewhere. 

The accounts in the public papers are somewhat more assur- 
ing. They say that the pressure in monetary affairs extends to 
all the principal cities of the Union, particularly in the West. 
In Chicago, money, at last dates, was worth from 2 to 5 
per cent.a month, and in most of the other Western cities 
the stringency is nearly or quite as severely felt. ‘‘The mer- 
“ chants of this city,” says the New. York Shipping List, are 
“ beginning to realise the fact, that many millions of dollars 
worth of goods which they have been selling to Western mer- 
chants at a profit of 10 to 20 per cent. on ten and twelve months, 
credit are locked up in unproductive railroads aud depressed real 
estate, and to this fact mainly may be attributed the stagnation 
of trade the past six months. The importers, as a whole, have 
been the heaviest losers. Manufueturers appear to be less affected 
than the other interests, because very little addition has been 
made to their business for several years past, the profits not 
being sufficient to tempt capital from other employments. Very 
few new factories have been erected for several years, except by 
the land and water power companies, who have been compellod 
todo something of the kind in order to make their pioperty 
available. The shipping interest continues to be p,ofltable, 
though less so than it was a few months since. About a hundred 
ships have been taken up during thelast three months toloadinthe 
British provinces for Englapd, and more will be wanted before 
the first of September. About the same number have also been 
taken for guano freights, and for thirty or forty of them very 
high rates were paid, to proceed directly to the Chincha Islands, 
and load for the United States and England. ‘The closing rates 
for money yesterday were as follows, with but little prime paper 
offering :—Loans on call, 6 to 7 per cent. ; prime 60 to 90 days’ 
paper, 10 to 12 per cent.; prime 4 and 6 months’ paper, 12 to 
18 per cent. ; railroad paper, 12 to 18 per cent. The exhibit of 
the city banks this week is well calculated to aid in the restora- 
tion of confidence, showing, as it does, a large accession to the 
specie item, and material increase in the deposits. The following

CUMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVENING. 

The corn market and all the vast interests connected with it, are 
now very plainly seen, perhaps more plainly and distinct!y than for- 
merly when the law intervened, to depend on the weather. Last 
week the broken weather checked the fall in price which had begun; 
this week a complete change has set in with the two or three days’ 
rain, and the market has risen here and in every part of the coun*ry, 
Wheat was to-day from 3s to 4s dearer than on Monday. The 
supplies were short, as the natural consequence of the fall last 
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week, and that, with the cold! wet weather, had a great effect on 
the market. Flour was 2s tae sack dearer. 

Our latest news from the neighbouring Continent informs us 
that the weather had changed there too for the worse, but we 
have as yet no information of its inflnence on the corn markets. 
On the contrary, all the market reports which have as yet 
reached us were written while the markets were under the 
influence of the fine weather, and all speak of extremely dull 
trade and rapidly falling prices. Letters from Havre of July 
29th announce a fall there of American flour from 42-45frs to 
34frs, and at that reduction it was not saleable. From Germany, 
Belgium, and the northern parts of France we hear that the 
potatoes are diseased, but in general the wheat and the rye 
crops now promise better than was expected. There as here, 
however, niuch depends on the weather. A large quan- 
tity of corn is on the ground, and a five week would ensure 
abundance. 

The markets in Mincing lane are generally better. Sugar of the 
finer kinds is 6d dearer, though refined sugar has been dull of 
sale, and the price is rather easier. 

There has been more business done, too, in coffee, though 
there has been no improvement in price. 

Tea continues inactive. “A parcel of good common congou,” 
say Messrs Corrie aud Co., “ was sold on Monday at 103d per 
lb, on the usual prompt of three months, and the quotation for 
cash is 103d to 104d. Duty was paid at this port during the 
week ending 27th instant on 606,250 lbs, against 587,684 lbs in 
the same period last year. 

Rice is full 3d per cwt dearer in consequence of the rise in 
the corn market. 

» Saltpetre is extremely dull, and 50 tons 12 to 10 per cent. 
were sold yesterday at 27s, 

Of silk, Mr Henry W. Eaton says, “‘ Ihave again the pleasure 
of reporting a further increase in the deliveries. In Chinas a 
considerable business has been done during the month, in the 
early part chiefly for export, but latterly our home manufacturers 
have ,come forward much more freely. The present large 
consumption of this silk, to the comparative exclusion of other 
sorts, has become a most important feature, and goes far to 
allay any fears that may have arisen from the unprece- 
dentedly large shipments from China, as it will be found 
on examination that while the total stock to-day shows an 
increase as compared with the ist of August, 1853, of 80 per 
cent., the delivery of last month is 93 per cent. over July, 1853, 
and further, that the deliveries from 1st January to lst August, 
1854, are fully 45 per cent. in excess of those during the same 
period last year. The accounts just received from China report 
the approaching crop as likely to be abundant and of good 
quality, but that the high exchange would render the cost at first 
higher than desirable. Our market has been rather more quiet 
the last few days, but prices remain without alteration. In Ben- 
gals more business bas been doing, but the low qualities are still 
neglected. In Brutias and Persians there is no change ; the stock 
of the former consists of 23 ballots, and of the latter about 1,450 
ballots. In Italian silk the sales have been very limited; some 
of the new crop has arrived, and a few sales made at 25s first 
class raw, and 22s 6d to 23s for seconds. 

An extensive business has again been transacted in the Liver- 
pool cotton market, and the sales have been 53,000 bales; 
43,000 bales of which are to the trade, 3,000 bales to speculators, 
and the remaining 7,000 bales to exporters. The quotations for 
all descriptions remain unchanged, the market closing firm at last 
week's rates. The present stock of American cotton at Liver- 
pool is about equal to that held at this period last year; but 
prices, as compared with that time, vary materially, middling 
cotton being now id, and fair cotton $d per Ib dower than 
then. The accounts received this week from America report an 
active market at New York, and the quotations for all descrip- 
tions above low middling had advanced jc to gc per Ib. At 
New Orleans the market had likewise advanced, and middling 
cotton was at 8$c to 8$c perlb. The crop prospects remained 
favourable. In the Loudon market about 2,000 bales have heen 
sold at former rates. 

In the seeds and oil market the business in the week has been 
on a small scale. Some speculation in tallow has been revived, 
and the price of St Petersburg Y.C. has advanced to 66s 9d to 
67s on the spot, and 69s for delivery in the last three months of 
the year. 

The following is an extract from a Sydney circular, issued May 
25th, by Constable, Bushel, and Co., and forwarded by Walton, 
Viney, and Co., of Gracechurch street :— Immense end con- 
tinued arrivals by every fresh advice from England, with the pro 
bability of au European war, has imparted a slight degree of 
freshness and lift to the market, only to be lost in a few days, as 
parties have taken advantage of any improvement to press stocks. 
A new and important feature is now being felt, viz., the practice, 
and preity generally advpted, drawing against consignments, 
which, on arrival, must be sold to meet the bills. ‘This will 
doubtless continue to operate unfavourably on the market ; but 
we cannot but think that a decided improvement will ere long be 
felt ; and when oace the market takes an npward course, it will 
be very rapid.” 
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From New York of the 22nd we learn there was a better sup- 
ply of sailors in port, and the rates of wages were not quite so 
firm. 

The commercial company of the Netherlands has announced 
its autumnal sales of coffee. They will take place at Amsterdam 
on September 4th, when 258,661 bales of Java coffee lying at 
Amsterdam, and 10,308 lying at Dordrecht, will be sold; at 
Rotterdam, on September 7th, when 199,388 bales of Java coffee 
lying at Rotterdam, and 25,982 lying at Schiedam, will be sold; 
acd at Middleburg on September 12th, when 29,828 bales of Java 
coffee will be sold. The total is 514,109 bales; and the com- 
pany give an assurance, that except 20,000 bales of Padang and 
and Ceylon coffee on passage, they will sell no more coffee till the 
spring auctions of 1855.

LEEDS, August 1.—There hag been about an average business done in the 
cloth hatis this morning for a Tuesday's market, There is very little varia- 
tion from week to week in the state of the woollen market ;it continues very 
steady and regular. The stock of cloth in the market is limited, and rather 
on the decrease. 

GLascow, August 1.—To-day the market is dull for pig iron, bat prices are 
firmer; buyers at 833, and one sale reported at 83s 3d. 

RocHDALE, July 31.—On account of the upward tendency of the raw 
material, the manufacturers ask more for their goods, which has limited the 
amount of business transacted.

AMERICAN CORN AND FLOUR MARKETS. 

New York, July 22.—FLour anp MEAL,—The market for State and 
Western flour opened firmer on Wednesday, and with an increased demand, 
mainly for home use, and very light receipts, prices have advanced 12}0 to 
25c, notwithstanding the decline in the English markets advised by the 
Niagara. The stock here is very light, particularly of good qualities, and 
holders evince no disposition to realise, except at extremely high prices. The 
material decline in freights to Great Britain has not, thus far, induced an in- 
creased export demand, the quantity going forward just now being quite 
limited. Canada flour remains quiet and without important change. The 
stock of good is reduced to a very low figure, the bulk of that in store being 
sour: sales, 500 bris at 7 dols to 7°25 dole for good in bond. The sales of 
domestic reach 25,000 bris, the market closing firm. We quote:—Sour, 
5.25 dols to 6.25 dols; State, inferior brands, 6 dole; State, common 
brands, 6.25 dole to 6.75 dole; State, straight brands, 6.75 dols to 7 dole; 
State, fuvourite brands, 7 dols to 7.124 dols; Western, mixed, 7 dole to 7.25 
dole; Michigan and Indiana, straight brande, 7.374 dole to 7.624 dols; 
Michigan, fancy brands, 7.75 dols to 8 doles; Ohio, common to good prande, 
7.50 dols to 8.12} dols; Ohio, fancy brands, 8.12} dols to 8.25 dois; 
Ohio, extra brands, 8.50 dole to 10.50 dols; Michigan and Indiana, extra 
brands, 8.25 dols to 10 dols; Genesee, fancy brands, 8.25 dols to 9.50 dols; 
Genesee, extra brands, 9.50 dols to 11 dole; Canada (im bond), 7.12} dols 
to 7.25 dole, per bri, Southern flour is offered more freely, avd with 
a limited demand the market ie easier for the common kinds: sales, 2,500 bris, 
the market closing steady at 8.422 dots to 8.93% dols for mixed to straight 
brands Alexandris, Baltimore, and Georgetown; 9 dols to 9.26 dos for 
favourite; and 9.25 dols to 9.50 dols for fancy; Haxall and Gallego are 
nominally 10°50 dols. Rye flour is dull, with sales 600 brie at 5.50 dole for 
fine, and 6.75 dole to 7 dols for superfine. Cora mea! rules steady—sales 600 
brls Jersey at 8.75 dois; Bravdywine is ‘nactive and nominal at 4.124 dols to 
4.25 dols for brie, and 18.50 dola cash, for puncheons. The export uf wheat 
flour from July 1 to July 21 was 60,702 bri, againet 174,560 brie in same time 
last year. 

Gaain.—For wheat there is an increased demand, principally for export, 
and, with a reduced stock in store aud insignificant receipty, the market is 
firmer: the sales include 18,600 bushels good white Canada at 1.73 dol to 1.75 
dol in bond ; 1,100 fair white Genesee, 2.25 dola; 900 new red Southern, 1.55 
dol for inferior, and 1.70 dol for good; 1,800 prime red Mirsouri, 1.674 dol to 
1.75 dol; and 5,000 red Wabash, 1.50 dols to 1.55 dol. Rye continues very 
ecarce, and the market favours the rellera: sales, 2,000 bushels prime North- 
ern at 1.25 doles, Barley is unsaleable, and the quotations are altogether nomi- 
na!, Oats have arrived quite freely, and, with a moderate inquiry, prices 
bave declined 3 to 4 centr, closing at 45 to 49 cents for State and Western. 
There is an increased demund for corp, and, with a diminished stock and light 
receipts, an advance of 2 to 5c nts has been established: the sales aggregate 
128,000 bushels, the market closing buoyant, with @ good export inquiry. 100 
bris Canada peas sold at 1,50 dol ; aud 150 Canada white beans, 1.25 dol to 1.50 
dole,cash. The export of wheat avd coro from Jaly 1 to July 21 was— Wheat, 
73,957 bushels, against 534,870 bushelsin same time last year; corn, 56,106 
bushels, against 11,488 bushels in same time of 1853. 











LONDON MAKKETsS. 
STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 


Mark LANE, Faivay Mornine, 

The supply of English wheat at Mark lane on Monday was very short, 
and the best samples were taken off ty the town millers at the prices of 
the previous week, but secondary sorts were in slow request at 1s to 26 per 
qr decline, whilst for good sorts of foreign a fair sale was experienced, 
and full prices were obtained for all the better qualitier, particularly for 
choice red Ro-tock and other fine Baltic sampler. The imports consisted 
of 18 qrs from Aalborg, 3,850 qrs from Alexandria, 4,620 from Dantzic, 
448 qre from Grief-wald, 282 qrs from Hamburg, 580 qre from Heilegenhafen, 
940 qrs from Jarmen, 1,060 qre from Konigsberg,, 640 gre from Oporto, 
400 qrs from Ottendorff, 185 qre from Randers, 410 gra from Rostock, 790 
qrs trom Rotterdam, 480 qrs from Kielskior, 350 qrs from Stettin, 100 qrs 
from Sudwesthorn, 85 qrs from Uddevalla, and 2,100 qrs from Venice, 
making 17,228 qrs. The arrivals of flour coastwise were 1,640 sacks, by the 
Eastern Counties Railway 5,384 sacke, from foreign ports 6,332 bris, but no 
Spavieh sacks: the top price of town-made was put down 5s per sack, 
being now 608; couotry marks were in some instances told at more rooney, 
and there was no quotable variation in the value of good brands of Ameri- 
can. Grinding barley was eold at 1s per qr reduction ; there is now 4 tolera- 
ble quantity of this deseription on the market, and the holders seem disposed 
to clear off their stocks before that of the new crop can be brought forward. 
There were limited fresh arrivals of English, Seotch, and Irish oats, but a 
liberal import of foreign; the factors pressed sales rather more freely, and 
prices were fully ls per qr lower for even the best desctiptione, the large 
dealers showing no disposition to increase their stocks. 
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The imports at Liverpool on Tuesday were quite insignifieant from the 
United States, and there being a tolerably good attendance of country 
buyers, 8 fair quantity of American white wheat was taken off at 3d to 6d 
per 79 Ibs improvement in vaiue upon the low salesof the previous Tuesday, 
but red samples were only 3d to 4d higher. American flour was ls 6d to 
2s per bri dearer. 

There were moderate imports of foreign grain at Hull, but the farmers 
brought forward a very smali quantity of wheat, for which they obtained 
an advance of 3s to 4s per qrt average, 70s lid on 329 qrs, Foreign wheat 
waz more inquired for at a similar advance, and fine fresh red was compara 
tively scarce, and much wanted for the moment. - 

The arrivals at Leeds were scanty, and prices advanced from 4s to 6s per 
qr, without any great life in the trade, the demand being confined to the 
best-conditioned parcels: average, 69d 3d on 745 qrs.

180,000 boxes. Shipments for the season are expected to be rather in excess 
of the previous one, The market closed firm, with a considerable number of 
veseels and lower freights. Shipments from Havana, Matanzas, &c., to latest 
dates were 119,053 boxes larger than last year, this increase being chiefly to 
various European markets.
